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O NE of these pic- 
tures has to be a 
lie ...

We showed him the picture - 
obtained from a secret file - of 
President Kennedy lying on a 
mortuary examination table only 
hours after he died.

“If the X-ray is Ken- 
nedy, then his eye and 
nose would have been 
falling off in the other 
pictures taken in the 
mortuary.” 

Both Prof Busuttil 
and Dr Fernando 
stress that two major 
facts have still to he 
established. 

• ARE these picture 
taken in the mor- 
tuary definitely pic- 
tures of President 
Kennedy ? 

• DID embalmers 
get to Kennedy’s 
body before the pho- 
tographs were 
taken ?. 

Prof Busuttil said: 
“There is so much 
riding on this we must 
prove conclusively 
that these are pictures 
of the dead President. 
There are simple ways 
of doing this." 

Bone 

When the Mail 
asked Prof Busuttil 
about the throat 
wound in the pictures, 
he said: “There is a 
possibility that a frag- 
ment of a bone or the 
bullet itself may have 
exited from the front 
of the neck. 

“But you have to 
remember that sur- 
geons panicked and 
tried to revive the 
dying President by a 
tracheotomy.” 

The photo evidence 
; backed up by the 
estimony of Paul 
I’Connor, a medical 
rderly at the Presi- 
ent's autopsy. 

He said: “The Presi- 
ent’s face was per- 
sctly undamaged. 
“The entire back of 
he President’s head 
t as missing, includ- 
ing the scalp. The X- 
ay that was shown 



was totally that of 
someone else." 

But where then does 
this leave former 
Chief Justice Earl 
Warren. 

He wrote in his 
memoirs “ . . . an 
attack has been made 
on the fact that pic- 
tures of the badly 
mutilated head of the 
President taken for 
the doctors at the 
inquest do not appear 
in the records of the 
Commission and are 
now on file in the 
National Archives. 

Secret 

“It has been con- 
tended that the reason 
these pictures were 
not filed was because 
they would show that 
the shots which srruck 
the President did not 
come from behind and 
above him, but from 
in front . . . 

“. . . I saw the pic- 
tures when they came 
from Bethesda Naval 
Hospital and they 
were so horrible (face 
blown out) I could not 
sleep well for nights." 

Apart from finding 
Kennedy had been 
shot from behind, 
Warren also named 
Lee Harvey Oswald as 
the killer. 

Our picture would 
indicate shots from 
the grassy knoll IN 
FRONT of the motor- 
cade. 

And critics pointed 
out that if the Warren 
findings were true 
then there would have 
had to have been a 
magic bullet. 

For it would have 
struck the President 
and the Texas Gover- 
nor John Connally, 
also in the car, inflict- 
ing seven in-and-out 
wounds without 
damage to itself. 

But important evi- 
dence has been 
labelled top secret 
until 2039. 

By that time anyone 
involved will have 
died off.

T HE widow of a former Dallas police officer has 
revealed her husband shot American President 
John F. Kennedy - on orders, she says, of the US 
Central Intelligence Agency, 

Geneva White, now 60, told me that her husband, Roscoe, 
planned the assassination with small-time gangster Jack Ruby, the 
man who shot Lee Harvey Oswald, Kennedy’s alleged assassin. 

Mrs White, who has cancer and may die soon, claims her husband 
worked for the CIA and had been ordered to kill the President. He joined 
the Dallas police force just 17 DAYS before the President’s visit. 

She said: “My husband admitted to me that he had already killed 
ten men on orders of the CIA. 

“Killing the President was the hardest thing he had ever had to 
do. But he did his duty. The CIA 
claimed that President Ken- 
nedy was a national security 

risk.” , . , 

Mrs White gave me this remark- 
able testimony at her small home 
in Midland, Texas, in the presence 
of her son Rickie, 30.

More than two dozen people 
involved in the Kennedy affair have 
died in mysterious circumstances - 
including Oswald, Ruby, Dallas 
police officer J.D. Tippet and 
Roscoe White.

never realised when he 
joined the CIA what he 
was getting into.

Geneva broke down 
after New Orleans. "1 
e v e n slashed my 
wrists ," she said. 

Within a few months 
of ignoring the warnings 
to report, Roscoe White 
was dead, caught in a 
raging fireball when he 
lit a welding torch and 
suffered burns over 90 
per cent of his body. 

“Somebody had sabo- 
taged the welding 
torch,” said Geneva. 

‘‘When Rock lay 
dying he made a con- 
fession to our minister, 
the Rev. Jack Shaw. He 
named all the people he 
knew who were 
involved. 

“Rock lived 25 hours. 
He told us it was no 
accident and said he 
had signed his own 
death warrant by not 
letting them do any- 
thing to me or the 
boys.” 

The Rev. Shaw has 
verified the existence of 
the diary, but refused to 
be interviewed. 

Geneva White and 
her son can only recall 
portions of the diary. 
They didn’t copy it.

Geneva said: “My 
husband wrote that he 
had killed ten people.
